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KAROO AT GREAT RISK 




Fracking in the USA. Is this what we want our back yard to look like?

Shell is either unwilling or incapable 
of saying how many wells it will 
drill should it reach the production stage 
of its ambitious plan for fracking in the 
Karoo. This is what a contingent of 
Prince Alberters learned when they at- 
tended a presentation by Shell and its 
environmental consultants Golder Asso- 
ciates in Beaufort West in March. All 
Shell was prepared to confirm was that it 
would exceed the total of 24 wells that it 
will drill during the three year explora- 
tion phase - should it of course get the 
necessary permission from the Petroleum 
Agency of South Africa (PAS A) to pro- 
ceed, which seems likely. 

About 50 people attended the presenta- 
tion. Another key question that tapped 
into the concerns of those who want to 
maintain the present status of the Karoo 
as agricultural land and wilderness semi- 
desert related to the water consumption 
required by fracking - approximately six 
million litres of water per frack. This - 
according to Sue Dean who attended the 



presentation - is enough water to support 
1 000 households for one month or one 
household for 83 years. The Shell spokes- 
person suggested that water would come 
from deep level Karoo aquifers, from the 
sea, and from rivers such as the Orange, 
but indicated that decisions of this sort 
would only be made in the event that the 
production phase was to go ahead. The 
answer did little to allay the fears of the 
Prince Alberters regarding the develop- 
ment of massive industrial infrastructures 
throughout the Karoo to deliver and store 
such vast quantities of water. 

Other questions that were impeccably 
noted and stored, but not answered, related 
to the extended time frame necessary for 
recovery of disturbed Karoo landscape - a 
questioner suggested that this was not less 
than 50 years - and the equally extended 
time frame necessary for ground water 
pollution to manifest. 

Members of the audience wanted to know 
why fracking should be allowed in the Ka- 
roo if it had been illegalised in 116 juris- 
dictions in the USA, and throughout the 
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state of Quebec, and been made subject 
to a moratorium throughout France. 
Again, no clear answer was provided, 
although a Shell spokesperson suggested 
that there had been considerable advance 
in fracking technology since all of those 
prohibitions were laid down. 

Either directly, or though its consultants 
Golder, Shell provided a mass of infor- 
mation and technical detail relating in 
particular to the exploration phase that 
dominated much of the meeting. But as 
one member of the audience publicly 
noted, the issue at hand was one of trust, 
and the question that Shell really should 
have been addressing, in view of the 
claim by Martin Meredith in his book 
The State of Africa, that Shell had expa- 
triated $130-billion from Nigeria, was 
why it should be trusted at all. The issue 
- another speaker from the floor noted - 
did not relate to the exploration phase at 
all, but to the consequences of full-scale 
gas production in the Karoo, and that 
none of the assurances given by Shell 
related to the certainty of industrialisa- 
tion of the Karoo that such full-scale gas 
exploration would cause. 

Shell has applied for a three year licence 
to explore, and will have the option to 
convert this licence into an open-ended 
production licence. Under current legisla- 
tion, all mineral resources are owned by 
the state, and once such licences have 
been obtained, Shell - and of course any 
other licence holders - has the right to 
occupy privately-owned land in order to 
produce gas. Two other companies - 
Falcon and Bundu - have also applied

Cape Town environmentalist Lewis 
Pugh describes Shell's actions as pure 
contempt for South Africa's Constitu- 
tion, which enshrines the principles of 
conserving our environment not just for 
us today but for our children's children. 
Shell's claims are immoral because they 
show complete disregard for the people 
of the Karoo and their livelihoods. 

Pugh echoes many people's concerns 



when he asks: "Why should we trust 
Shell?" Why should we trust any oil 
company, for that matter? Shell spilled 
more than 9-million barrels of oil in the 
Niger Delta. That is twice as much oil 
as BP spilled in the Gulf of Mexico. 
"The Karoo is to Shell what the Gulf of 
Mexico is to BP," says Pugh. 

Shell's claim that it will provide work 
here is less than honest. When shale gas 
is depleted within five to 15 years, Shell 
will simply pack up and leave, without 
having invested in the Karoo and its 
people. Should it not rather invest its 
considerable profits in developing 
renewable energy resources? 



A Christian Perspective 
More Precious than Gold

For centuries gold was the most pre- 
cious metal in the world. It is first 
mentioned in the Bible in Genesis 2:11 in 
the land of Havilah. In ancient times the 
Pharaohs of Egypt had great quantities of 
gold placed in their tombs to accompany 
them into the next life.

In 1870 Prince Albert had a gold rush 
where many came hoping to find their 
pot of gold on the farm Spreeuwfontein, 
where a young boy of thirteen picked up 
the first nugget. In 1891 a second nugget 
was found and shortly afterwards Parlia- 
ment proclaimed two farms as public 
diggings. At midnight on 4 August 1891 
some 500 people rushed to the diggings 
to peg their claims. In a few weeks, tents 



and corrugated iron shacks sprang up. A 
blacksmith set up his business and then a 
baker arrived as did a barber. Eventually 
a chemist came to look after the sick. A 
Roman Catholic priest came to look after 
those of that faith and a Dutch Reformed 
church was started in a tent. As the town 
grew, the needs of people were looked 
after. Those who did not grow rich went 
back to where they had come from, even 
poorer than when they had first arrived. 

In the first book of Peter 1:7 it says "that 
the proof of our faith is more precious 
than gold". To have faith simply means 
believing in our God and doing His will 
to the best of our ability. It means study- 
ing His word, not taking away from it or 
adding to it. As gold must go through a 
furnace to become pure so too must our 
faith undergo testing to prove what real 
faith is. This is more precious than gold.

My fervent hope is that on 18 May we will 
have worthy candidates who will have the 
wisdom and integrity to restore our respect 
for our local authority.

Why we should vote on 18 May 

For four weeks in December 2010 the 
Prince Albert Municipality employed 
25 young Prince Alberters to go door-to- 
door throughout the town, interview resi- 
dents and complete a nine-page question- 
naire about service delivery in both Afri- 
kaans and English. The cost to the Munici- 
pality was approximately R40 000.00 

The undated questionnaire had no timeta- 
ble for collection and collation of informa- 
tion and publishing of results. The inter- 
viewers were paid on a daily basis and not 
on a completed questionnaires-basis, as is 



normal procedure when conducting sur- 
veys of this kind. Such door-to-door sur- 
veys are usually shorter too. 

My wife and I were asked to complete 
the questionnaire by six young women 
who came to our door on 10 December. 
They reluctantly left us with two copies, 
which I promised to fill in and return 
personally. On talking to lots of other 
Prince Alberters I discovered that they 
had not been approached or interviewed. 

After I spoke to the Acting Municipal 
Manager, Mr Pedro Oliphant, on 31 
December he gave me 50 questionnaires 
to distribute throughout the town myself. 
When I tried to collect another 50 copies, 
the Mayor, Cllr April Pienaar, forbade 
the receptionist from giving them to 
me. I explained what I was doing and 
that I was motivated by the interview- 
ers' (dubious explanation to Mr Oliphant 
that 'people in South End were not inter- 
ested in filling in the questionnaire.' 

I suggested that the Municipality include 
the questionnaire with the monthly Mu- 
nicipal accounts, thus ensuring that all 
ratepayers received it. Cllr Pienaar 
thought this 'was a good idea' and under- 
took to take it up with the finance sec- 
tion. Needless to say there was no ques- 
tionnaire with my next account and I ar- 



ranged to speak with the Mayor again. 

He told me that the questionnaires had 
been dealt with correctly and that he con- 
sidered the matter closed. The results of 
the survey would be published soon, he 
said and as he held 'a political position', 
should I wish to pursue the matter further 
I should take it up with Mr Oliphant. 

When I eventually managed to speak to 
Mr Oliphant he too said that the matter 
'was closed', that was his 'final answer' 
and that he did 'not need to ask the audi- 



This is yet another example of how bad 
our Municipal officials are at communi- 
cating with ratepayers and residents, the 
very people who care about the wellbe- 
ing of the town. A service delivery ques- 
tionnaire is very important but no one 
was told about it. The survey was left to 
poorly trained, badly briefed temporary 
employees without any supervision, who 
were paid in spite of poor performance. 

If we Prince Alberters want accountable, 
more efficient, and more responsive local 
government, all eligible voters must get 
up and vote on 1 8 May.

The new Consumer Protection Act 
(CPA), which comes into force on 
1 April 2011, will place South Africans 
among the most protected and powerful 
consumers in the world. The new act 
could give consumers the power to put 
an end to cruel and inhumane production 
systems that cause suffering, distress, 
and misery in farm animals. 

In terms of the new Consumer Protection 
Act, an accredited organization has the 
right to take action against conduct that 
is 'unconscionable'. The Act then de- 
fines 'unconscionable' as being 
'unethical or improper to a degree that 
would shock the conscience of a reason- 
able person.' 

In terms of the Act consumers also have 
the right to fair and honest dealing from 
suppliers. A supplier may not knowingly 
take advantage of consumers who are not 
able to protect their own interests due, 
inter alia, to ignorance and illiteracy. 
Most shoppers are ignorant of conditions 
on factory farms because the industry 
effectively conceals the horrors of fac- 
tory farming from the public. Lack of 
proper labelling by suppliers is often 
misleading, if not blatantly incorrect, 
keeping consumers ignorant as to how 
the animals providing their food live and 
die. 

The introduction of the CPA has clearly 
been necessitated by the escalating levels 
of 'unconscionable' conduct in a grow- 
ing consumer society that is constantly 
demanding more and cheaper products. 
Unchecked greed has far reaching impli- 
cations for food production animals that 



end up in crowded conditions that maxi- 
mize production at the expense of animal 
well being. 

Farmers who adhere strictly to good agri- 
cultural practices will have nothing to 
worry about. The problem is that many 
modern farming systems that would 'shock 
the conscience of a reasonable person' are 
considered to be 'normal' by people ha- 
bituated to institutionalized cruelty. The 
rising number of so called 'green' farmers 
will be vindicated by the impact of the new 
Act, welcoming the opportunity to be rec- 
ognized for their efforts in placing the 
highest priority on the welfare of the ani- 
mals under their care. With greater trans- 
parency of farming methods, properly in- 
formed consumers will have clearer guide- 
lines providing knowledge for making 
more ethical choices. 

Compassion in World Farming (SA) be- 
lieves that the new Consumer Protection 
Act could be the catalyst for a phase-out of 
factory farming in South Africa. CIWF 
believes our treatment of farm animals in 
many cases is improper to a degree that 
would shock the conscience of reasonable 
people. CIWF has fulfilled the require- 
ments for accreditation and will be taking 
class action in terms of the Act to chal- 
lenge 'unconscionable' methods of animal 
production. The initial focus for CIWF will 
be to demand a ban on battery hens and 
sow crates in South Africa. These are two 
of the cruellest systems that have either 
been banned already or are being phased 
out in many other parts of the world.

for exploration licenses, and a gas feeding 
frenzy from Agullhas to Queenstown is 
likely if underground gas in viable vol- 
umes is found, as Shell and the other ex- 
ploration companies clearly believe it will 
be. 

Not the least of the consequent human 
tragedies that will unfold in terms of such 
a scenario, said one delegate, is the 
certainty that - contrary to their expecta- 
tions - the unemployed and the poor of the 
Karoo will derive little or no benefit from 
such a high tech process.

Marius 'Matie' Koonthea 
Bokkie Botha - 

arius Koonthea was born in Prince 
.Albert only 36 years ago. He was 
schooled at Prince Albert Primer and at 
the high school in Dysselsdorp. In 1986, 
when he was twelve he was badly injured 
in an accident at Prince Albert Road Sta- 
tion. His right arm was severely damaged 
and he developed epilepsy as a conse- 
quence. He was on regular medication to 
keep the epilepsy under control. 

In 2001 he joined our kitchen at The Olive 
Branch restaurant. Together, he, his 
brother-in-law, Christian Andries (known 
to all as Ollie), and I, and later Hendry 
(Boel) Olivier all learned to cook! 

I read the following words at his funeral: 

"Matie Koonthea was my vriend. Ons het 
vir 10 jaar amper twee of drie dae saam- 
gewerk, elke week in dieselfde kombuis. 
Ollie en Boel was ook daar vir baie van 
daardie tyd, maar nie altyd nie. Ons het 
hard gewerk, maar daar was tyd om te 
gesels oor sport, die politiek, die wereld, 
nasionale en plaaslike gebeurtenisse, en 
daar was min wat ons nie bespreek het nie. 
Ek dink ons het mekaar leer ken. 

Matie was 'n inspirasie want hy was 'n 
talentvolle kok. Hy het pasta gemaak soos 
niemand anders nie, hy het baie van ons 
souse voorberei, en hy het ons groente 
voorberei en gekook. Hy was vinnig, net- 
jies, en kon kos mooi laat lyk op 'n bord. 



Terwyl hy, Ollie en ek saamgewerk het in 
die kombuis, het ons toekennings vir die 
restaurant gekry. Beste 100 in Suid Afrika, 
en een jaar onder die beste 10 vir elkedagse 
kos. Ons was en is in nasionale tydskrifte 
beskryf vir wat ons bereik het. 

Ons gaan soveel mis van die Matie wat ons 
geken het, sy ervaring, sy rustigheid, sy hu- 
mor, sy stille wysheid, sy vrede, maar ook sy 
opinies oor sportmanne en -vroue, sy liefde 
vir die Stormers en die Springbokke, sy 
sterk politieke menings, en sy goeie voor- 
beeld in sy gedrag. 

Woorde wat hom beskryf het is stil, vriende- 
lik, minsaam, goedhartig, behulpsaam, fat- 
soenlik, ordentlik, geheg, bedrewe, hard- 
werkend, sensitief, gevoelig, verstandig, 
betroubaar." 

Matie was known to Olive Branch custom- 
ers in South Africa and beyond, as evi- 
denced by tributes received. At his funeral, 
Judge Andre van Niekerk read a message 
from Professor Mary Scholes, both of whom 
have worked with Marius many times in our 
kitchen): 

"Dear Bokkie 

Many thanks for phoning me with the sad 
news of the death of Marius. It was Ash 
Wednesday yesterday and we prayed for 
him, held a little vigil and lit candles. It is so 
sad and I find myself, with tears in my eyes 
on a daily basis when I think of him and the 
wonderful times we had together. He was 
always so polite and charming and had such 
a gentle manner, he was also able to give 
directions and tell you if you were doing it 
wrong in the nicest of ways. He loved to 
chuckle when Bob or I teased you. I cannot 
imagine how you feel, we will think and 
pray for you all. 

Please give my condolences to the rest of the 
team, Mary Anne, Ollie, Hendry, Henrico 
and Daantjie. I will remember him with his 
characteristic smile." 

Matie is survived by his sisters Ingrid 
Scheepers, Cecilia Louw, Marianna Koont- 
hea, Dianna Andries, Irene Coetzee, Ruth 
Haal, and brothers Maxwell Koonthea, and 
Howard Chippendale, and wider family 
members and many friends.

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Parties Announce Election Candidates

The three main parties that will con- 
test the local government elections 
in the Prince Albert Municipal area on 1 8 
May have announced their candidates. 
The lists of the African National Con- 
gress (ANC), the Democratic Alliance 
(DA) and the newly launched Karoo Ge- 
meenskapsparty include current Council- 
lors, well-known community activists 
and some names that will be unfamiliar 
to voters. 

South Africa's proportional representa- 
tion electoral system means that voters 
vote for a political party in a specific 
Ward. Parties draw up a list of their 
Ward candidates and a list of PR 
(proportional representation) candidates. 
The PR candidates may end up on Coun- 
cil depending on how many votes are 
cast for their party. 

Prince Albert's municipal area is made 
up of four Wards. Ward l's voting sta- 



tions are Leeu-Gamka, Kruidfontein and 
Prince Albert Road. In Wards 2 and 3, 
voters will vote at the St John's Church 
Hall, while Ward 4 encompasses a large 
area: the voting stations at Klaarstroom 
Community Hall, Drie Riviere Farm shed 
and Seekoegat School. 

The ANC's candidate in Ward 1 is Nico- 
laas Abrahams and in Ward 2, Rachel 
Roberts is standing.

Garden Club News 

- Gill Hall - 

Jfjfeuse, Reduce, Recycle and Respect 
JL\. the Planet was the theme of the 
Prince Albert Garden Club's March 
meeting. Ellen Joubert spoke about the 
town's successful recycling project, 
while Gill Hall gave useful tips on com- 
posting and worm farming. 

But first Garden Club members visited 
the new memorial garden dedicated to 
Pixie Sharp at Huis Kweekvallei. 
Funded by Pixie's daughter and planned 
and created by lone Auerswald and her 
Thursday Group colleagues, the garden 
is waterwise, indigenous and reflects 
Pixie's love of nature. Prince Albert resi- 
dents donated the plants, the gravel and 
the bird feeder while a recycled railway 
sleeper is the focal point of the garden. 
Already the new garden provides a tran- 
quil, attractive spot where Huis Kweek- 
vallei residents can spend quiet time. 

Recycling 

Ellen Joubert has been the driving force 
behind Prince Albert's recycling project, 
which came into operation in August 
2008. To date, over 100 000 tons of 
plastic, paper, tin and glass have been 
collected. "In a small village like ours," 
Ellen said, "that is a lot of material that 
has not gone into the landfill." It has also 
generated a useful income for the pro- 
ject. 

Ellen stressed that the project could not 
have been successful without the support 
of the Municipality, which provides the 
site and the facilities and employs full 
time workers, as well as temporary 
workers under its poverty alleviation 
programme. They are highly motivated 
and sort and bag the recyclable material 
every Thursday for transporting to the 
depot at Oudtshoorn. They also have the 
unenviable task of then sorting through 
all the rubbish brought to the dump and 
removing everthing that can be recycled. 

Residents can help by putting out all 
recyclable materials in feedbags for col- 
lection every Thursday morning. Recy- 
clables include glass bottles, tins, plastic, 



plastic and more plastic - used containers, 
bottles, wrapping, bags - and paper. Rinse 
out bottles, tins and containers as best you 
can before putting them in bags. The pro- 
ject no longer recycles polystyrene contain- 
ers - they are not an economic proposition 
for such a small setup. 

The recycling project also sells recycled 
glass, seed trays and cardboard boxes 
really cheaply. Contact Ellen if you need 
more information on 023 541-1953. 



Composting 

One of Gill Hall's passions is reducing 
landfills. She pointed out that as most 
kitchen and garden waste can either go 
onto the compost heap or into worm farms 
everyone can help in reducing material that 
usually goes into the town's refuse site. 

The best compost is home made - healthy 
soil is a living, complex substance full of 
helpful bacteria and micro-organisms that 
break down plant and animal matter into 
small particles and make the nutrients in 
these materials available to plants and 
vegetables. "Compost is decayed organic 
material rich in humus and composting is a 
way to turn organic wastes into this dark, 
rich soil-building ingredient. Millions of 
micro-organisms convert organic matter 
into mimic acid, locking up the nutrients in 
very large molecules that are not easily 
water-soluble. This means that they do not 
get leached out of your soil as fertilizers 
do. Plants and vegetables can absorb and 
digest these nutrients with their feeder 
roots, taking just what they need for 
healthy growth," Gill explained. 

Compost heaps need water, air, lots of car- 
bon rich food, micronutrients, an acid envi- 
ronment and heat. What materials can you 
compost? The answer is anything organic: 
garden refuse including straw, weeds, 
wood shavings, shredded twigs, glass clip- 
pings and also kitchen waste such as coffee 
grounds, tea bags, egg shells, paper, fruit 
peels, anything that was once living. You 
can even throw your old leather shoes on 
the heap ! 

Your compost heap should be ready after 
about three months. Or you could use a 
compost bin, which helps speed up the 



composting process and also needs far 
less water. Give Gill a call on 083 
4127325 if you need help setting up your 
compost heap. 

Worm farms 

Worm farms are recycling wonders. 
They eat plant and animal leftovers such 
as apple cores and eggshells and the 
waste material they leave behind can be 
used on your house or garden plants and 
veggies. Worm wee is a great organic 
fertilizer and is liquid gold. Worms will 
eat just about anything. They reduce the 
need for artificial fertilizers, which are 
not only expensive but also damage the 
soil structure and organisms. 

A number of people in town have worm 
farms and if anyone needs help setting 
one up, contact the Garden Club commit- 
tee - suegoosen@yahoo.com - and some- 
one will be sure to help you. 

Re-use & re-invent 

Loads of everyday items can be re-used 
in the garden. A toilet roll protects new 
seedlings or covers leeks to blanch them. 
Cut up milk and yoghurt containers make 
great seedling labels. Broken cups or 
mugs can be used at the bottom of pot 
plants to assist in water drain off. Old 
orange bags are great for collecting dried 
herbs or veggie seeds.

tition, which this year was 'Brand a 
Band.' An up and coming band called 
the Liminals and a South African rapper 
called Ratex performed. Then we spent 
hours admiring all the different eye- 
catching stalls with everything from jew- 
ellery to ceramics. Seeing young artists 
being so innovative was quite something, 
every piece of work was different. We 
had a break now and then to watch one 
of the many fashion shows. 

On Saturday morning our little group 
went on a guided tour of the Greenpoint 
Soccer Stadium that hosted eight FIFA 
World Cup games last year. It cost R4.4 
billion and seats sixty-four thousand 
spectators. We went into the team chang- 
ing rooms where they chill before the 
second half and got to see where all the 
'big shots' hang out during matches, 
very fancy. 



Then we visited the Natural History Mu- 
seum to look at their new Bushmen exhi- 
bition. Michaela and Emma are studying 
them and we wanted a bit more insight 
into their culture. It's really interesting to 
know about these people who led a sim- 
ple life, experienced each day as it came 
and took only what they needed from 
nature, not exploiting it like humans to- 
day. We can all learn from the Bushmen. 

At the Gold Museum we saw examples 
of early traditional African goldsmiths' 
work and after lunch we visited the Dis- 
trict 6 Museum and heard the story of 
Noor who watched his home being de- 
stroyed when he was forced to move out 
of District 6. 

That evening we had to dress up because 
we were off to the famous River Dance. 
We really didn't know what to expect, 
but after only ten minutes we were mes- 
merised. It was wow! Those people have 
so much talent. The music for the danc- 
ing was also live, with an awesome 
drummer and violinist. For those who 
don't know- like us before the show- it is 
a type of Irish tap dancing. 

We visited the Iziko National Gallery on 
Sunday morning. It was quite different 
from anything we had seen so far, a 
mixture of Bushman art, modern fashion

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Albert College Water Walk

in 16 March Albert College joined 
Dr Sue Dean from Renu-karoo and 
Heinrich Mettler from the Municipality 
on an outing to learn more about Prince 
Albert's water resources. 

We started at the sparkling clean stream 
at Eerstewater in the Swartberg Pass 
where we discovered the water we drink 
and use comes from the Swartberg 
Mountains, some runs off into the 
Dorpsrivier, most seeps through cracks in 
the sandstone to fill up the aquifers. 

Water from the river and that pumped 
from the boreholes in the Pass, runs 
along a furrow to town. Something we 
found very interesting was that the fur- 
row water is managed by the Kweek- 
vallei Waterbesproeingsraad. The mu- 
nicipality has a 'waterbeurt' of 30%, but 



they can draw additional water from the 
boreholes. In the past the furrow was open, 
now the water flows through a pipe and the 
furrow is covered. 'Tortoise dams' have 
been placed every 500m so that the wild 
animals can still get to the water, this way 
Nature is not disturbed. 

The Municipality has nine boreholes that 
are ready to pump water. Their levels are 
all very closely monitored. Those in the 
mountain have the best water quality, while 
those closer to town are poorer because of 
the different rocks through which the water 
flows. Two near the purification plant are 
only used when the town is in dire need, 
due to the fact that the water from this area 
contains high levels of iron. When your 
drinking water is reddish you know these 
boreholes are being used. 

At the purification plant on the outskirts of 
town the water goes through three stages of 
purification. It is filtered into two big cov- 
ered dams and from there passes through 



the chlorine purifying system and lastly 
enters sand filters. When iron-rich water 
is used it is sent through an extra soda- 
ash filter to remove some of the iron. 

We need to use water carefully because 
during December and January we didn't 
have enough to keep the taps running 24 
hours a day. 

The Municipality has recently been test- 
ing an artificial refill system. During the 
winter months, when there is more than 
enough water for supplying the town, the 
excess could be pumped back into the 
aquifers (underground compartments) to 
refill them and store water for the sum- 
mer months when we experience a peak 
of water usage. Tests have been positive. 

Our water walk ended at the Sewerage 
Plant where we realised how dirty the 
water becomes during its journey 
through town. Even after going through 
all the settling tanks it is still polluted 
with bacteria. We are very grateful to 
both Dr Dean and Mr Mettler for sharing
